W ashington, April 26 (¿P)—The 
decisions of Repu blican C hair­ 
m an John D. H am ilton to break 
his silence on political affairs 
forecast a change today in the 
party ’s recent policy of letting 
Dem ocrats argu e national issu es 
am ong themselv es. 
H am ilton said he wou ld deliv ­ 
er on S atu rday night the first of 
fou r radio speeches in su ccessiv e 
weeks. 
“I hav e done a great deal of 
listening in the last six m onths,” 
he said. “All ov er the cou ntry I 
find the old lines of political al­ 
legiance shifting and new lines 
forming. 
“Political dev elopm ents since 
the election hav e been rapid and 
im portant. I t seems to me the 
tim e has come to look a t the new 
political pictu re, to re-ex am ine 
the old, and to discu ss the posi­ 
tion and attitu de of the R epu b­ 
lican party in the changed set­ 
u p.” 
H am ilton was one of the Re­ 
pu blican leaders who cou nselled 
against any efforts to m ake the 
president’s cou rt proposal a pa r­ 
tisan issu e.

Consequ ently the 16 Repu bli­ 
can senators and 8 8 Repu blican 
representativ es hav e m ade only 
occasional 
criticism s 
of 
the 
m easu re, 
althou gh 
nearly all 
hav e indicated they wou ld v ote 
against it. Some party workers 
predicted 
H am ilton’s 
speeches 
m ight resu lt in more v igorou s op­ 
position to the bill. 
Repu blican 
legislators 
hav e 
been more ou tspoken on Presi­ 
dent Roosev elt’s economy appeal 
than on alm ost any other su bject 
this session. 
They endorsed his dem and last 
week for a redu ction of gov ern­ 
m ent ex penses, and some—nota­ 
bly Rep. T aber (R-NY)—u rged a 
fiat 10 per cent cu t in d epart­ 
m ental appropriations. Senator 
By rnes (D-SC) is the au thor of 
a sim ilar proposal. 
M inority m em bers of the hou se 
hav e confined speechm aking, in 
fact, largely to adm inistration 
spending policies. Nearly ev ery 
week R epresentativ es Gifford of 
M assachu setts, Rich of Pennsy l­ 
v ania or some other Repu blican 
has criticized gov ernm ent fiscal 
m ethods.

President Roosev elt acted to­ 
day to halt a threatened walk 
ou t of 25,000 railroad and ship­ 
ping employ es in m etropolitan 
New York as thou sands of au to­ 
mobile workers in the U nited 
States and Canada, retu rned to 
their jobs ending strikes. 
The president appointed an 
em ergency board of three to a t­ 
tem pt settlem ent of a dispu te 
between riv al u nions seeking to 
represent the rail and shipping 
employ es. The strike, called by 
the B rotherhood of Railway and 
Steam ship Clerk, Freight H an­ 
dlers, Ex press and Station Em ­ 
ploy es. had been set to sta rt a t 
noon bu t was postponed 48 hou rs 
on word of the president’s actibn. 
The International Longshore­ 
m en’s. Association has dispu ted 
the brotherhood’s desire to rep­ 
resent the 25,000 workers. The 
brotherhood had dem anded also 
a 20-cent an hou r increase in. 
wages. 
At Oshawa, Ont., 3,7 00 m en 
and women workers, their pay 
raised and hou rs shortened, re ­ 
tu rned to their tasks a t a G en­ 
eral Motors corporation plant, 
m arking the end of a 16 -day 
strike. 
Au tomobile 
assembly 
workers employ ed in the Ford 
Motor com pany plant a t R ich­ 
mond, Calif., were schedu led to 
retu rn also after a short sit- 
down strike w hich closed the 
plant Friday .

more likely to be fatal than if an older driv er 
were inv olv ed. 
In the op inion of au thorities, the chief diffi­ 
cu lty is th at y ou ng p eop le who driv e cars lack 
both training and ju dg ment. They hav e had no 
formal instru ction behind the wheel. Usu ally 
they learn to driv e by watching older p ersons or 
a y ou ng comp anion. In this way they learn bad 
p ractices along with g ood ones, and, being y ou ng , 
they are ap t to ex ag g erate the bad and m in­ 
imize the g ood. As one bad ap p le contam inates 
a barrel, one p oor driv er can create dozens of 
worse ones if he attem p ts the role of teacher. 
Fortu nately , the hig h schools of the nation are 
recog nizing a resp onsibility for these facts. Ac­ 
cording to the safety edu cation div ision of the 
National Bu reau of Casu alty and Su rety Under­ 
writers, some fiv e thou sand hig h schools in more 
than half the states are now g iv ing instru ction 
in the p rincip les of traffic safety . Some schools 
are actu ally teaching their stu dents how to driv e 
by g iv ing real road training in real cars. Three 
states, California, Indiana and North Carolina, 
hav e made su ch instru ction comp u lsory , while 
state dep artm ents of edu cation in 28 states hav e 
issu ed model cou rses of stu dy in traffic safety . 
The su bject of g ood driv ing has become the fast­ 
est g rowing mov ement in the history of Ameri­ 
can edu cation. 
Already there are sig nificant resu lts. In Rhode 
Island, more than a thou sand hig h school boy s 
and g irls were tau g ht to driv e in a cou rse sp on­ 
sored by the Motor Vehicle Dep artm ent of th at 
state. Their driv ing records were kep t in a sp e­ 
cial file for a p eriod of three y ears. In all th at 
time not one of the y ou ng sters was inv olv ed in 
a rep ortable accident and not one was conv icted 
of a traffic v iolation. Ou tstanding edu cators say 
there is no g reater fu nction for edu cation than 
teaching children how to do better, the thing s 
they may ex p ect to do in life. Certainly , teach­ 
ing them how to driv e motor cars so as not to 
kill themselv es or others, fits neatly into th at 
definition. 


UNDERMINING PUBLIC WELFARE 
Is bankru p tcy or railroads, in order to p av e 
the way for g ov ernment ownership , the p u rp ose 
behind railroad leg islation now p ending in Con­ 
g ress? This, in effect, was the qu estion recently 
asked by Samu el O. Du nn, editor of Railway Ag e. 
Su ch a dedu ction mig ht seem too p rep osterou s 
to ev en consider. Bu t the facts are th at the rail­ 
roads are being hedg ed abou t, closer and closer, 
by increasing tax ation and discriminatory reg u ­ 
lation. In sp ite of drastic economies effected 
throu g h g reater efficiency of op eration, it is be­ 
coming increasing ly difficu lt to make both ends 
meet. Last y ear the roads made a p rofit for the 
first time in sev eral y ears. Howev er, this y ear 
the- combination of p ay raises and enforced rate 
redu ctions threatens to more than offset p ossible 
p rofits. 
This antag onistic p olitical attitu de toward rail­ 
road p rosp erity is, to say the least, hard to u n­ 
derstand. Why shou ld the nation’s g reatest sin­ 
g le indu stry be so p ersecu ted? The railroads 
hire more men than the steel and au tomobile 
indu stries combined, and labor difficu lties hav e 
alway s been settled with ju stice to both sides. 
The railroads now p ay nearly $1,000,000 a day 
in tax es. School tax es alone, deriv ed from this 
sou rce, edu cate 1,600,000 children each y ear. 
Leg islation detrim ental to railroad welfare is 
certainly detrim ental to the welfare of the en­ 
tire nation. As for g ov ernment ownership and 
op eration (socialism) it is safe to say th at the 
p u blic, if consu lted, wou ld heartily op p ose su ch a 
dang erou s and u n-American theory of g ov ern­ 
ment. 
Can g ov ernment afford to crip p le or kill its 
g reatest tax p ay ers?

RIDE AGAIN? NEWS- 
WRITER QUESTIONS 


( F r o m P a g e O n e ) 
busy m an, w hat w ith his legal 
practice in W ashington and in 
Indianapolis, and would not be 
stirring him self so m uch, unless 
he had som ething very definite 
in m ind, according to the poli­ 
ticians. 
W hether W atson, who is well 
advanced into the seventies in 
age, proposes to be a candidate 
for the Republican senatorial 
nom ination in 19 38 or w hether 
he merely wishes to retain his 
control of the Indiana organi­ 
zation and thereby be able to 
designate the senatorial nom ­ 
inee was discussed in G. O. P. 
circles. 
Although the W atson political 
fortunes seem to be at a low ebb, 
there are m any politicians who 
recall tha t the W atson pitcher 
has gone to the well m any times 
and nearly alway s has returned 
well filled. 
One of Senator Jim ’s chief 
lieutenants, 
Burrell 
W right, 
treasurer of the state com m it­ 
tee, is under heavy fire, chiefly 
from the 
Indiana Republican 
Editorial association. 
T his group of publishers and 
editors, in substance, has de­ 
m anded the ousting of W right 
and the reorganization of the 
state 
committee. 
The 
charge 
against W right is tha t as a ttor­ 
ney for Indiana brewers, he has 
fraternized too rpuch w ith Frank 
McHale, leading Dem ocrat and 
unofficial liquor czar, and other 
chieftains of tha t party . W at­ 


son, 
who 
is 
associated 
w ith 
W right in legal transactions, has 
not been brought directly into 
the picture, b ut W right’s deal­ 
ings have had direct repercus­ 
sions on the form er senator’s po­ 
litical fortunes. 
At present, W atson apparently 
controls a slim m ajority of the 
state com m ittee and his friends 
probably could be ousted from 
the organization perhaps by the 
change of one vote. 
G. O. P. editors, fretting a t the 
long string of defeats suffered by 
the party in recent y ears, appear 
to be firm for injecting new 
blood into control of party a f­ 
fairs, but they took a sim ilar 
stand a y ear or so ago, only to 
retreat. 
“Sunny Jim ” is as optim istic 
as ever and refuses to adopt a 
defeatist attitude about the G. 
O. P. future. In a recent speech, 
he said: 
“In 189 0 and 189 2 we were able 
to elect only a sprink ling of R e­ 
publicans to Congress. It look ed 
hopeless for us then. 
B ut in 
189 4 we elected a m ajority of 
Congress. 
“Rem ember T a ft’s defeat in 
19 12? The Republicans a t tha t 
tim e threw up their hands in de­ 
spair, and there was lots of talk 
about form ing a new party , tha t 
the old party was dead. I op­ 
posed such a thought then and 
I ’m against throw ing the party 
on the scrap heap now.” 
Nevertheless, the question re ­ 
m ains, “Can Jim W atson ride 
again?”
